! The Select Committee notes that one federal court has imposed monetary sanctions against you and referred you to 
the State Bar of Texas for possible disbarment based on your pursuit of election fraud claims that were “not well- 
grounded in fact” but, rather, based on “conjecture and speculation.” (King v. Whitmer, Civil Case No. 20-13134-LVP 
(E.D.Mich.) (Order, dated August 25, 2021)). Indeed, you have argued in a separate federal case that certain of your 
claims of election fraud were merely “opinions” that “reasonable people would not accept . . . as fact.” (U.S. Dominion, 
Inc. v. Powell, Case No. 1:21-cv-00040 (D.D.C.) (Motion, dated March 22, 2021, at page 32).
